The challenge of the American® Catholic 


. Church jin its first - 200 years—rankly 


oversimplified—was (a) the preservation 
and nurture of the Catholic Faith (b) of an 
immigrant people, (c) in an openly hostile 
atmosphere. . ; 
Considering the monumental obstacles to 
this challenge in a land the size of the United 
States, the Catholic laity and their spiritual 
leaders did an amazing job, and met the 
challenge with significant success. 


WHERE THERE were in 1776 about 


30,000 baptized Catholics in the original 13 - 


colonies, today there are~ 48,500,000 


_ baptized Catholics in our nation. 


Where the Catholic community made up 
one per cent of the nation two centuries ago, 
today the Catholic community makes up 22 
per cent. 


Where there was only a handful of priests 
and a few Sisters laboring in a missionary 
Church badly splintered by language and 
cultural differences, today there are 57,000 
priests, 143,000 Sisters, 9,000 Brothers 
laboring in the 18,300 parishes, the 10,500 
schools, the 1,800 hospitals and charitable 
institutions that help make up the 169 
dioceses that cover all 50 states. 


MOREOVER, SINCE -the end of the 


second World War America has witnessed 
the . emergence* of a _ “new” Catholic 


_laity—not necessarily a better Catholic laity, 
“but most certainly a different Catholic laity. 


We have moved from the ghetto to the 
suburbs; from poverty to affluence; from 
little formal education to fine formal 
education; from labor to middle manage- 
ment, from major emphasis on_ structures 
and organizations to growing. emphasis on 
ideals, values and priorities; from a 
clergy-laity relationship built on authority 
and obedience, to a clergy-laity relationship 
of acceptance and respect that flows from 
gospel commitment and professional com- 
petence. i 


We are no longer an immigrant people. 
We are no longer living in an openly hostile 
atmosphere. In the last national election; for 
instance, more members of the Roman 
Catholic family were elected:to the House of 
Representatives and to the Senate—123 in 
number—than any other religious family, 
and this for the first time in American 
history. < 


I BELIEVE that the third century will 
witness a renewed interest and a new vigor

Signs are appearing at the national, 
diocesan and parochial levels that the 
Catholic community is beginning to ‘‘dis- 
cover’ that’ where there are 6 million 
members of the Jewish community, 48.5 
million members of the Catholic community, 
and 71 million members of the Protestant 
community, there are between 80 million _ 
and 90 million Americans with no religious 
affiliation whatsoever. fi 

As a people with a commitment to Jesus 
Christ and his tasks, we have a duty to him, 
~and an obligation born out of love of our 
brothers and sisters who know him not, to 


_ attempt to invite them to share the 


blessings, the hopes, the challenges, the 
consolations of Christ that can enrich life. 


I OFFER THESE thoughts for considera- 
tion. and discussion: 


[1] Everyone is in need of evangelization. 
The particular form that our evangelizing 
will take, however, will be determined (a) by 
the audience to be served, (e.g. active 
Christians, former Christians, or unchurch- 
ed; urban or rural dwellers) and (b) by the 
talents, the charisms that each evangelizer 
brings to ‘the -task. te 

[2] Most Christians accept Christ’s ‘‘last 
will and testament:’’ ‘‘All authority in 
heaven and on earth has been given to me. 
Go, therefore, and make disciples of all 
nations.’’ (Matthew 28:18) The contempor- 
ary challenge is ‘‘how’’ committed Chris- 
tians can respectfully share Christ’s good 
news and mediate to the unchurched his call 
to faith. 


[3] We must approach this magnificent 
task with the firm conviction’ that we most 
certainly have something of genuine value to 
share with others, that we are truly 
resurrection people..Our programs must be 
future “oriented, 
saturated with an optimism that is rooted in 
the saving action of Jesus Christ. 

[4] Our basic attitude must be one of 
friendship. Our commission as Christians is 
to invite those in, search of a religious family 
to investigate our family, and then create the 
atmosphere and the opportunities so the 
inquiror can sample our way of life.

IRS proposals threaten freedom 
of religion, vice chancellor says 


' threatening trend”’ (SC June

His remarks followed the 
announcement of new regu- 
lations proposed by the IRS 
regarding church-related 
schools, hospitals and or- 
phanages. The regulations 
would deny these institutions 
their status as “integrated 
auxiliaries’ of the churches 
they represent. 


ADDITIONALLY, they 
would be required to file an 
annual financial report with 
the IRS. But the filing 
requirements are not the 
major concern, according to 
Father Quinn. 


If the regulations are 
adopted, he said, ‘‘that 


would mean a federal agency 


has been allowed to define 
not only what a church is, but 
also what its ministries are.’’ 


Such a situation, he said, 
‘tis excessive _entanglemént 
of church and state and 
directly violates the Ameri- 
can concept of freedom of 
religion.’’ 


FATHER QUINN feels 
that the proposed regulations 
will never be adopted be- 
cause they would contradict, 
in. principle, U.S. Supreme 
Court rulings that church- 
related schools are not elig- 
ible for state aid because 
they are ‘‘integrated auxili- 
aries of churches.” 


Even if the IRS adopts the 
regulations, “‘I am convinced 


' they would be overturned by 


the courts,’’ Father Quinn 
said. 2 


He is equally convinced 
that the nation’s churches 
“will ultimately end up 
paying federal taxes,’’ not- 
ing that ‘the IRS proposals 
stem from mounting public 
pressure against the tax- 
exempt status enjoyed by 
churches.

Daniel Carroll and Thomas FitzSimons were the 
only Catholic ‘‘signers’’ of the American 
constitution, the famous document that bestowed 
upon the country ‘‘a more perfect union.”’ 


Thomas FitzSimons, the ‘‘Father of the 
American protective tariff,’’ was born in 1741, at 
County Tubber, Wicklow, Ireland. He was brought 
to the New World in 1758. 


IN THE EARLY days of the struggle for 


American autonomy, FitzSimons organized a 
company of militia and fought at the Battle of 
Trenton. When his services were no_ longer 
required at the front, he served on the Navy Board 
of Philadelphia. 


In 1774, he was elected to his first public position 
as a member of the Committee of Correspondence. 
The selection of FitzSimons as a delegate to the 
so-called ‘‘Conference of Delegates,’’ preceding 
the Continental Congress, is noteworthy because it 
was the first instance of a Catholic holding public 
office in Pennsylvania since 1689. 


Between 1782 and 1787, the Irish-born patriot 
served in the Continental Congress. Subsequently, 
he was a participant at the Constitutional 
Convention, where he favored and furthered a 
membership selected by popular suffrage. 


FROM 1789 TO 1795, FitzSimons was among a 
trinity of Catholics in the first three Congresses, 
where he mingled among that ‘‘remarkable 
assemblage of men, to whom, under God, we owe 
our liberty, our prosperity and our high esteem 
among other nations.’’ 


After leaving Congress, FitzSimons engaged in 
business and attended to the advancement of 
Catholic causes. A staunch. Federalist, a leader in 
economic society and one of the founders of 
Georgetown University, he was also a organizer, in 
the United States, of the Friendly Sons of St. 
Patrick. 


At the time of his death; in 1841, the Philadelphia 
Gazette said Thomas FitzSimons was ‘‘justly 
considered one of the most enlightened and 
intelligent merchants in the United States.”’ 


Throughout a life of devotion to Church and 
State, he conceived it as his duty to ‘‘contend for 
what is right, be the issue as it may.’’ Though his 
name is mostly ‘‘sealed in the urn of oblivion,’’ 
FitzSimons deserves the title of ‘‘First and 
Foremost Catholic Citizen.” — 


The ‘‘Father’’ of the Nation 


Americans are fortunate indeed that the ‘‘Father 
of the Nation’’ was not only a_ remarkable 
statesman, seasoned military man and efficient 
administrator, but one who believed in God, prayed 
to Him daily and spoke about Him frequently. 


The apocrphyal stories about the cherry tree, 
edifying though they may be to youngsters, confuse

the image that people should have about their first 
president. 


‘Through his life, Washington discouraged and 
fought against bigotry in all its ugly forms. In 1775, 
for example, he forbade what he called that 
‘ridiculous and childish custom of burning the | 
effigy of the Pope among the troops.”’ 


WASHINGTON DIRECTED that there be 
religious services at his inauguration and, in 1789, 
he recommended that Congress appropriate funds 
for missionaries among the Indians. 


The country’s proto-President . expressed his 
views on religion in his celebrated ‘’Farewell 
Address”’: 


‘Of all the dispositions and habits which lead to 
political prosperity, religion and morality are 
indispensable supports. In vain would that man 
claim the tribute of patriotism who should labor to 
subvert these great pillars of human happiness— 
these firmest props of the duties of men and 
citizens. 


‘The mere politician, equally with the pious 
man, ought to respect and to cherish them. A 
volume could not trace all their connections with 
private and public felicity. Let it simply be asked: 


“Where is the security for property, for 
reputation, for life, if the sense of religious 
obligation desert the oaths which. are the 
instruments of investigation in courts of justice? 


¢‘And let us with caution indulge the supposition 
that morality can’ Wé°Mmaintained without religion. 
Whatever may bé'!cBH¢eded to the“influence of 
refined education on minds of peculiar structure, 
reason and experience both forbid us to expect that 
national morality can prevail in exclusion of 
religious principle.’’ 


In his eulogy for the deceased President, 
Baltimore’s Archbishop John Carroll noted that 
‘the last act of his supreme magistracy was to 
inculcate in most expressive language on his 
countrymen...his deliberate and solemn. advice: to 
bear incessantly in their minds that nations and 
individuals are under the moral government of an 
infinitely wise and just. Providence; that the 
foundations of their happiness are morality and 
religion; and their union amongst themselves their 
rock of safety.’’ 


The President was once asked about the ‘‘secret 
ingredient’’ that made for him a successful life, 
both in politics and in the military. 


“pray every day, in-rain or sunshine, in good 
fortune and bad, in victory and defeat. Call it what 
you will, it has been the one and only motivation for 
whatever good my life has accomplished,’’ he said.

We were talking...about grace and 
gracefulness and what it means to live 
and to grow old and to die with 
graciousness—with a proper respect 
and concern for people. 


For Christians, grace and graceful- 
ness must’mean more than elegance 
and a flowing symmetry of form—as 
we usually apply it—and graciousness 
more than kindly condescension or a 
conventionz! ‘‘refinement’’ of man- 
ner. 


FOR US, grace implies the action of 
God within us and the infusion of all 
that is good and desirable. Gracious- 
ness, | believe, is the quality in which 
all the virtues converge—where truth 
and kindness fuse, where gentleness 
and strength are one and charity and 
love really do prevail. 


By the same token, ungraciousness 
is the deposit of all the resentments 
and angers, envies and jealousies, all 
the disrespects and hostility and 
falsehood with which human beings 
are plagued. 

Speaking of the grace of a person, 
surely we are referring to something 


that should permeate the entire 
personality and color all his or her 
responses. It should be a condition of 
being that is wholly natural and 
unaffected. 


GRACIOUSNESS MAKES the dif- 
ference between people. It was this in 
Jesus that marked him as different 
from other men. He spoke with 
authority, they said, but his manner 
was unfailingly gracious. True, he 
became angry, at least once, but that 
was not the subjective, vengeful anger 
that destroys. It was an objective 
intolerance of blasphemy with the 
ability to cauterize and heal. 


There was the graciousness of his 
mother, Mary, that. dictated the 
unerring ‘‘rightness’’ of her response. 
Ungraciousness was alien to their 
natures and it is the Christ-ian quality 
of’grace that we remember in people 
like St. Francis of Assisi, Pope John 
XXI1, Mother Teresa and so on. 

We do not usually think of the 
forerunner of Jesus as gracious, 
although on reflection, | cannot think 
why we do not. The ‘Charlton 


Heston’’ image of a roaring, violent 
John the Baptist seems to-have little 
basis in Scripture. 


JOHN MUST surely have been a 
man of intense grace. His humility, 
itself a manifestation of graciousness, 
was integral to his ministry. He 
assumed a secondary position grace- 
fully, even at the height of his 
popularity. Totally without envy, he 
was ready to accept diminishment and 
eclipse and see the end of his mission 
in the commencement of Jesus’. 


After his own success he could see 
his followers leaving him for another 
and ‘‘rejoice’’ at Jesus’ growing 
supremacy .and power. He - could 
recognize without resentment that the 
mission God required from his Son 
was not that he asked of his 
herald—that continued popularity and 
exclusive leadership were 
intended nor possible for him. 


There is a message in that for us, as 
there usually is in the Gospel events. 
“’We would do well,’’ William Barclay 
writes on this topic, ‘‘to remember 
that it is not to ourselves that we must

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The Story of Peter and Paul | 


Acts could be called the 
Gospel of the Holy Spirit 
or of the Church itself 


By Steve Landregan 


The Acts of the Apostles is really a 
continuation of the Gospel of Luke; together 
Luke and Acts form a two-volume work. The 
Gospel relates the proclamation of the Good 
News by Jesus that was finally accomplished 
by His death, Resurrection and exaltation. 
Acts tells the story of how the Good News 
spread from Jerusalem to the “‘ends of the 
-earth’’ after the Resurrection. 


It depicts the emergence of Christianity 
from a Jewish sect to a Catholic religion, the 
Holy Spirit guiding the spread of the Word, 
and forming the early community of 
believers and adding to its numbers. 


LUKE ALSO emphasizes the importance 
of Jerusalem ‘as the place chosen by God 
from which the Good News would be spread 
and as the center of the Apostolic Church 
and Apostolic authority. 


But Acts is something of a travelogue and 
the action moves steadily and definitively 
from Jerusalem through Palestine and Syria, 
to Asia Minor, Greece and finally to Rome 
itself, the ‘‘ends of the earth’” to 
Palestinians but the center of the world to 
Luke. | 


Despite its title which reflects a Greek 
literary form that recounted the deeds of 
heroes, Acts is in no sense a recounting of 
the deeds of the Twelve Apostles. It centers 
on Peter and Paul. 


NEARLY ONE-THIRD of Acts is devoted 
to speeches or discourses particularly of 


Peter and Paul but including the speech of ' 


Stephen before the Sanhedrin which led to 
his martyrdom. 


Each discourse, beginning with Peter’s 
Pentecost sermon (2:14-19) and concluding 
with Paul’s address to the Jews of Rome 
(28:17-20) marks a decisive step in the 
spread of the Word. 


Acts can be divided into two portions. The 
first, of which Peter is the principal figure, 
describes the spread of the Good News in 
Palestine, and includes. the first nine 
chapters. : 


THE SECOND portion, which centers on 
Paul, is concerned with the spread of the 
Good News to the Gentiles and includes the 
book’s concluding 18 chapters. 


Luke’s principal sources of material were 
Paul, to whom he was a companion, Mark, 
who was Peter’s companion and scribe, 
Philip the Deacon, and others with whom 
Luke came in contact in Antioch, Ephesus 
and Caesarea.

SALVATION, Christ, the Holy Spirit and 
the Church are the great theological themes 
of Acts. 


The themes of the Holy Spirit and the 
Church are distinctive to Acts which could 
well be described as the Gospel of the Holy 


_ Spirit or ‘the Gospel of the Church. 


In the Old Testament the Spirit was seen 
and understood as the impersonal power of 
God but in Acts the Spirit is depicted as a 
divine being, personal and distinct from tHe 
Father and the Son. ; : 


FOLLOWING THE Council of Jerusalem, 
the Apostles write that: ‘‘It is the decision of 
the Holy Spirit, and ours too,’’ (15:28), the 


Spirit speaks to Philip (8:29) and to Peter. 


(10:19) and the Spirit ‘selects Paul and 
Barnabas. (13:2). 


Acts refers to the disciples of Jesus as the 
‘‘ekklesia’’ or church, a term used to 
describe the People, of God in the Old 
Testament (7:38). The life of the Church is 
described: in the context of the early 
Jerusalem community, .centered around 
Apostolic teaching, breaking of the bread 
(Eucharist); prayer and the common 
possession of property (2:42-47). 


The Church in Acts possesses a definite: 


hierarchical structure but also has those 
whose roles stem from special charisms or 
gifts of the Spirit (11:27). 


APOSTLES ARE the first teachers (6:2) 
and primary witnesses to the life, teachings 
and resurrection of Jesus (1:21-22). Peter is 
clearly the leader. 


Episkopoi. (bishops) and presbyteroi 
(priests) are leaders of the communities with 
diakonoi. (deacons) appointed to care for 


widows and children and to participate in the: 


ministry of the Word. — 


Jesus identifies Himself with the Church 
(9:5) making it clear that whatever is done to 
His disciples because of Him is done to 
Jesus Himself. 


The Acts come to an end in about the year 
63 A.D., while Paul is imprisoned in Rome. 
It is not certain why Luke chose to end his 
narrative at that point. Some speculate that 
he carried it to the moment of composition 
and simply stopped. 


Others feel that he ‘concluded the 


_ narrative with what he saw as the fulfillment 


of Jesus’ words: ‘‘You will receive power 
when the Holy Spirit comes down on you; 
then. you are to be my witnesses in 
Jerusalem, throughout Judea and Samaria, 
yes, even to the ends: of the earth’’ (Acts 
1:8). 2 
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Works of Justice inthe Church 


Signs of the Spirit | 


By Father Peter J. Henriot, SJ 


“The Spirit is a’moving, all over, all over 
this land!’’ How often have I heard that 
popular folk song in recent years? And how 
often have I reflected on the reality of its 
message? Truly, the Spirit is a’ moving in our 
Church in the United States today.” 

I believe we are experiencing that “‘New 
Pentecost’’ which Pope John asked us to 
pray for back in the early 1960s when the 
Second Vatican Council was beginning. It 
has not always-been an easy experience. 
Like the early. Christian community at the 


_time of the first Pentecost, we've been 


shaken, disturbed, confused. But the Spirit 
has shown itself in both dramatic and quiet 
ways: renewing, refreshing, recreating. 


ONE GREAT sign of the presence of the 
Holy Spirit, it seems to me, is in the 
increasing dédication of the Church to the 
works of social justice. Some have feared 
that the spiritual renewal movement in 
recent years—retreats, liturgies, charisma- 
tic movement, houses of prayer, etc.—might 
turn people away from an active concern for 
social issues. 


Occasionally there does seem to be 
instances of this turning inward on the part 
of some people in the Church, But I really 
don’t think it is possible for a genuine 
inspiration, ‘‘blowing,’’ of the Spirit to turn 
us away from that ‘‘action on behalf of 
justice’? which the 1971 Synod of Bishops 
said was an absolutely necessary element in 
the preaching of the Gospel. It simply would 
not be the Spirit of Jesus that moved me if I 
was distracted from a strong commitment to 
justice. 


The truth of this can be seen from a look at ° 


the fourth chapter of Luke verses 14-21. 
There we learn that when Jesus began His 
ministry immediately after His Baptism, 
“the power of the Holy Spirit was with 
Him.’’ Coming to Nazareth, He began His 
first public homily by making, His own. the 
words of Isaiah: ‘‘The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me.”’ 


AND HE TELLS us the consequence of 
that anointing with the Spirit: preaching the 
Good News to-the poor, proclaiming liberty 
to captives; giving sight to the blind, freeing 
the . oppressed. These ,are the works of 
justice. This is the mark of whoever is moved 
by the Spirit. 


And so we can look around the Church — 
today in the United States and see much of _ 


the presence and activity of the Holy Spirit. 
Responding to the insistent call of the 
Church’s recent social teaching, Catholics 
are becoming more and more involved in 
efforts to bring justice to the structures and 
conditions of our society. Let me mention. 
just a few of these ‘‘signs of the Spirit’’ that 1 
see around us at this time. 


1. The bishops’ Bicentennial celebration, 
“Liberty and Justice for All,’’ has involved 
large numbers of Catholics in discussions 
and decisions about the Church’s role in 


meeting today’s great problems. When the 
special ‘‘Call to Action’’ conference meets@, 
this coming October in*Detroit, a five-year”” 


pastoral plan will be drawn up to assure that 
the Spirit’s call for us to ‘‘preach the Good 
News to the Poor’’ is really answered in our 
country. : 


2. The tremendous response of Catholics 
to the global food crisis has been marked by 
a growing recognition that at issue is justice 
and not simply charity. If hungry people are 
to be fed—in the United States and in the 


~ poor countries of the world—we have to pay 


attention to social welfare legislation, 
corporate business practices, foreign policy, 
and so’ forth. ‘ 


3. Recently Catholic bishops have 
acknowledged that the -movement for 


women’s rights is a key social justice. 
question that the Church must address. = 


Bishop Dozier of Memphis, for example, has 
emphasized that equality, freedom, dignity, 
and opportunity are such basic rights that a 
denial of them to women ‘‘would be a grave 
injustice to the People of God.”’ A sure sign 
of the Spirit’s presence is that more and 
more women—and men—are recognizing 
this and working for justice. 


4. The needs of racial minorities, of the 
Spanish-speaking, of white ethnics, of the 
elderly: These are a few of the challenges 
which have given rise to numerous peace’ 
and justice centers across the country, with 
official and/or unofficial Church sponsorship 
and support. The growth of these centers 
seems to me to be a great instance of the 
movement of the Spirit. a 


The list certainly could goon. But the 
lesson is clear. We know that “‘the: Spirit is 
a’moving all over the land’’ because we seg. 
similar results in our Church as were” 
experienced by Jesus when He was: moved 


by the Spirit. The works of justice are great 


signs of the Spirit in today’s Church.

Biblical Profile: Ruth 


Your people shall be my

Comedians like to create funny stories out 
of -mother-in-law conflicts. They would not 
find much ammunition in the story of Ruth. 
In our own time of throw-away relationships, 
short-term commitments and disposable 
love, the story of Ruth is a welcome 
reminder of the ideal of- passionate 
commitment, compassionate love and long- 
term concern.~ : : 


The time is near the end of the period of 
the Judges. A famine strikes the country- 
side. The story focuses on a Bethlehem 
family, that of Naomi, Elimelech and their 
two sons. Rather than starve, they emigrate 
to Moab. While theve, the two sons marry 


‘local gitls who are Moabites (non-Jews). 


UNFORTUNATELY, AN epidemic kills all 
the male members of Naomi’s family. She is 
left stranded in a foreign country with: two 
daughters-in-law. She advises them to go 
out and find new husbands. She herself will 
go back to her native land. Orpha bids good 
bye to her mother-in-law, but Ruth does not. 


She will not allow this old woman to go 
back alone and die with no one to care for 
her: -Ruth’s words of love and commitment 
show extraordinary heights of human 
affection: : 


“‘Wherever you go, I will go, 
Wherever you lodge, I will lodge, 
Your people shall be my people, 

and your God, my. God. 

Wherever you die I will die, 

and there be buried.’’ (Ruth 1, 16-17) 


Ruth is as good as her word. The women 
return to Bethlehem during the time of the 
barley harvest. Ruth applied for a job as a 


gleaner from a man named Boaz, a relative ‘ 


of her dead husband. From this moment on 
the story of Boaz and Ruth achieves the 
typical qualities of a romance, at least in 
terms of biblical culture. Boaz hires her, 
praises her for her devotion to her 
mother-in-law and assures her that she can 
harvest with no interference or resefitment 
from the male members of the harvest team. 


NAOMI FORESEES the possibility of 
arranging a marriage between Ruth and 
Boaz. She advises Ruth to linger at the tent

of Boaz that evening. When Boaz sees her he 
asks her why she is there. She tells him she 
is following the advice of Naomi. Boaz 
exercises moral restraint and promises her 
that he will see what can be done about a 
matriage. 


The following day Boaz went to a 
bargaining session that would result in his 
laying a marriage claim on Ruth. With 10 
leaders as witnesses, Boaz discussed the 
sale of a farm»belonging to Naomi with a 
relative who had the first option on buying it. 
If this relative wished to exercise his option 
he would have to take Ruth as part of the 
bargain, marry her and raise up a family. 


This was known as the Levirate law. If a 
husband died without issue, then the closest 
male kin-could be expected to marry the 
surviving wife and give her children so that 
the first husband’s name would not die out. 


IN THIS CASE, however, the closest 
relative was unwilling to do so. ‘‘I cannot 
exercise my claim lest I depreciate my own 
estate. Put in a claim yourself in my stead’”’ 
(Ruth 4, 6). Boaz happily agreed and 
symbolized the witnessing of the contract by 
taking off one of his sandals and giving it to 
the party who was yielding his rights. The 
leaders nodded their agreement to the 
conclusion of the contract. : 


And so Ruth and Boaz were married. They 
gave birth to a son whom they named Obed. 
He became the father of Jesse who sired 
David, the most beloved of Israel’s kings. 
Thus Ruth, an outcast girl from an alien 
society, became the great-grandmother of 
one of Israel’s most distinguished heroes 
and saints. And what is. even more 


’ impressive, her name stands out in the New 


Testament geneaology of Christ. 


‘‘Boaz was. the father of Obed, whose 
mother was Ruth... 


Jacob was the father of Joseph the 
husband of Mary.. 


It was of her that Jesus who is called the 
Messiah was born.”’ © 


- Matthew 1:5,16 


Ruth, the Moabitess, provided a pre- 
cedent for receiving Gentile converts to the 
Jewish faith. Her story is a timeless plea for 
racial tolerance’ as well as the ideal of 
life-long loving commitment.

Pre-Cana 


Engaged couples offered 
several optional courses"

One of my bigger surprises and 
disappointments in the priestly ministry has 
been pre-Cana or marriage preparation 
sessions. 


I looked forward a few years after 
ordination with great anticipation to my first 
experiénce before a group of engaged 
couples. After all, they were young, in love, 


and presumably anxious to hear words of 


wisdom. about the Sacrament of Matrimony; 
I, too, was young, supposedly related fairly 
well to people of that age bracket ‘and 
enjoyed speaking on this topic. 

THEN CAME tthe. shock. Most of the 
50-plus couples sat sullen and silent, arms 
folded, eyes on the clock, feet shuffling back 
and forth under the chairs. 


Jokes which normally drew strong 
laughter hardly brought a smile. Questions 
were few and far between. There was no 
applause, no thank-yous, no warm fuzzies at 
the end, only a rapid departure from the 
auditorium. 


That. painful opening encounter has 


own couples for a few hours. Most select the 2 


latter. 


After the engaged make this choice, the 
“married couples assigned contacts them and 
invites the: young lovers to their home at a 
mutually acceptable time. 


THE FORMAT for that afternoon or 


evening is quite unstructured. During the . 


several hours they visit, the married couple 
attempts to guide the easy, free flowing 
discussion ‘over about 10 topics which 


include love, communication, finances, 
in-laws, sex, children, forgiveness and 
religion. 


It is hard to say who is more nervous at the 
‘beginning—the engaged or the married 
couple. Nevertheless, the tension quickly 
seems to dissolve, common bonds are swiftly 
discovered and the conversation proceeds 
from one subject to the next without much 
difficulty. 


Our 10 pre-Cana couples happen to be 
marriage encounter persons. They were the 


_ only ones who volunteered, although the 


repeated itself at many. pre-Cana meetings - 


since then. Anonymous feedback forms 
indicated that despite, the hostile and 
non-responsive atmosphere and reception, 
the couples in fact liked our presentations 
and benefited from them. But it certainly 
was difficult to judge this from the initial 
reaction or external appearances. 


AWARE OF such an apparent reluctance, 
even resentment, upon the part of engaged 
persons, we invited .with some hesitation 
married couples at our parish to join in a 
special one-to-one miarriage preparation 
program. The results, however, have been 
extremely positive. 


We present a young man and woman 
several options when they come to the 
rectory and set a definite date for their 
wedding: travel to a diocesan pre-Cana 
conference; participate in an Engaged 


Encounter weekend; meet with one of our 


opportunity was and is open to any married 
individual in the parish. : 


THEIR WEEKEND and later encounter 
experiences seemed to help these couples 
with our one-to-one, program. Having 
discussed at length with each other and with 
similar people in the movement the basic 
issues of marriage, they felt more 
comfortable in articulating those questions 
to the engaged couple. 


In addition, they-allowed the young lovers 
to talk and avoided lecturing to them. 
Moreover, they conveyed genuine interest 
and joy in the couple, indicating how much 
they benefited from the engaged persons’ 
sharing of their inner selves with them. 


Married couples like this are able to make 


points about the Church and religion more’ 


effectively than we as priests can do. Those 
who seldom participate in Sunday Mass 
expect the clergy to say something about 
that—it is our ‘‘job’’; similar words from 


concerned lay people have greater impact. 


“Eat and Be Filled’ 


Eucharist and thehunger 
for freedom and justice

“Tf any man eat this bread, he will live 
forever.” 


The words of Jesus in promising the 
Eucharist are both provocative and paradox- 
ical, for how can bread nourish for a life that 
will never end and how can such a life bring 
a happiness that is complete? : 


FIRST, WE know from experience thai 
starving people are not truly free. Their 
bodies are not free, because they are too 
weak to do anything. Their minds are not 
free, not only because they are preoccupied. 
with the one thought of physical survival, 
but also because their brains suffer the 
effects of malnutrition. 


We also know from experience that 
oppressed people are not truly free. They are 


_ inhibited—or: prohibited—from  travelirig, 


from speaking, even from praying. They are 
hindered from developing. 


Thus, there exists throughout the human 
family a hunger not only for daily bread to 
fend off starvation, but also for the 
realization of fundamental dignity which 
provides psychic security. If human beings 
are deprived of food, they are destroyed 
physically; if human beings are deprived of 


‘dignity, they are destroyed psychologically. 


Given sufficient nourishment, sufficient 
sense of self-worth and sufficient opportun- 


ity, human beings can truly achieve much. 


THUS, HUMAN beings hunger to be 
treated with that justice which is their due as 
human beings; they hunger for that 
opportunity to develop which we ~ call 
freedom. \ : 

Human beings have their dignity, their 
self-worth, from God. It is He who made 
every human being, and every member of 


the human family is His child. Thus, justice ap 


denied to human beings is justice denied to 
God himself. But just as every material gift 
comes from God and just as individuals 
derive their dignity from Him, there is 
another gift, another type of justice, which 
comes from God. 

This gift of justice or justification gives 
human beings a claim to eternity, because it 
is the gift of the inner life of God Himself—a 
gift we call ‘‘grace’” because it is gratuitous. 
There is no greater justice than a reward 
which is eternal; there is no greater freedom 
that a life which is everlasting. 


BECAUSE THE Eucharist involves com- 
municating to human beings an increased 
share in the very inner life of God Himself, it 
is truly the Bread that will enable man to live 
forever; it is truly the food of freedom and 
justice. 


Those who receive the Eucharist, how-_ 
ever, are guilty of blasphemy if they receive 
in their mouths the Body and Blood of Christ 
but harbor in their minds schemes of greed 
and exploitation. If those who seek to 
conform themselves more completely to 
Christ’s will by receiving Him in the 


Eucharist refuse to conform themselves to | 


His will be keeping the commandments, the 
guidelines of earthly justice, then they are 
repudiating their claim to heavenly justice. 

Thus, the Eucharist both satisfies and 


stimulates. It stimulates, because it moti- 
vates those who receive it to live more 


completely the life of Jesus by serving Him 


in the poor and oppressed; it satisfies, 
because only in the Eucharist is found the 
font of eternity—the pledge of an everlasting 
reward to heaven, the foretaste of complete 
freedom in abandonment to God in a loving 
union which will never end. ;

Bicentennial in California 


; Southern Cross Reporter 
This article was written from a history of 
the Basilica of Mission San Diego de Alcala 
_ prepared for the nation’s Bicentennial Year by 
Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, chancellor of the 
diocese and pastor of the mission. 


Just 200 years ago this week, as they gathered in 
Philadelphia to declare themselves free of English 
rule, America’s founding fathers were probably 
unaware of events 3,000 miles westward on the other 
side of their continent. 


As they were signing the Declaration of 
Independence in July of 1776, another founding 
father, Fray Junipero Serra, returned to the cradle of 
Christendom in the Far West to rebuild the church 
he established seven years before, Mission San 
Diego de Alcala. 


AND IT WAS with the. establishment, and 
subsequent rebuilding of the mission, that the seeds 
of the Faith and of Western civilization were sown on 
America’s. Pacific coast. 


The name, San Diego (Didacus) de Alcala, was 
given to the region in November, 1602, by Captain 
Sebastian Viscaino when he sailed into the bay, 
naming it, in the Spanish custom, after the saint 
whose feast day was near. (The region was first 
discovered for the King of Spain by Portuguese 
explorer Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo in 1542. He named 
it San Miguel.) 


For 167 years the region was occupied only by 
Indians. On July 1, 1769, Padre Serra, superior of 
the Franciscans who were to Christianize Baja and 
Alta Califernia, arrived by land from Mexico City. 
On July 14, Padre Serra and his associates began 
preparations for-the establishment of the mission. 


A POINT OVERLOOKING San Diego Bay, now 
known as Presidio Park, was chosen and on July 16 
Padre Serra raised the cross and offered Mass, 
formally founding Mission San Diego de Alcala, the 
first of the 21 Franciscan missions in California. 


In 1774 Padre Serra moved northward to establish 
more California missions, assigning Padre Luis 
Jayme to succeed him as pastor at Mission San 
Diego. : 

Because »of poor soil, a lack of water, an 
insufficient labor supply and the effect the immoral 
‘conduct of the Spanish soldiers had on the Indians, 
Padre Jayme requested, permission to relocate the 
mission. He chose the present Mission Valley site 
six miles inland from Presidio Hill. 


UNDER THE DIRECTION of Padre Jayme and 
Padre Vincente Fuster, construction of a church, 
rectory, corral and structures housing Indians was 
completed in December, 1774. 


Then, on Nov. 5, 1775, Indians descended on the 
mission. while Padre Jayme and Fuster and nine 
other people were asleep. What was probably to be.a 
raid for the purposes of stealing clothing, ornaments 
and articles developed into a full scale attack, 
possibly because of the bewilderment of the 
inhabitants. 


The Indians set fire to the guardhouse, church and 
living quarters. Rather than seek shelter with Padre 
Fuster and the guards, Padre Jayme walked directly 
into one group of Indians with his normal greeting, 
“Love God, my children.’ 


THE INDIANS STRIPPED the. gentle Franciscan, 
beat him with clubs and riddled his body with 
arrows. At daylight, after the Indians had run off, 
the survivors of the attack began to collect the 
wounded and to search for Padre Jayme. 


They found the priest’s body in an arroyo near the 
mission. He was.so badly disfigured that, according 
to Padre Fuster’s account, he was recognized ‘‘only 
by his sacred hands and the tonsure on his head’’. 


Msgr. Francis Weber, a historian and archivist for 
the Los Angeles archdiocese said: ‘‘The reaction of 
the Franciscan Presidente to the. news of his 
confrere’s death speaks volumes about the attitude 
of the early friars. 


‘Far from being saddened or disappointed, Fray 
Junipero Serra said, ‘Thanks be to God; now-that the 
terrain has been watered by blood, the conversion of

PADRE SERRA RETURNED to San Diego in July 
1776, to supervise reconstruction of the mission. By 
October of that year a large church was erected 
along with other buildings. 


In 1808 the missionaries built a third church at the 
mission site. The second church had been damaged 
by an earthquake in 1803. 

The Franciscan missionaries were also concerned 
with making the land productive. In 1795 
construction of an aqueduct system was begun to 
provide a new and more plentiful water supply. In 
1803 the system was expanded. A dam, still partially 
intact and known as Padre Dam, was built in Mission 
Gorge. 


APPROXIMATELY 250 feet long, 16 feet high and 
10 feet thick, the dam was bonded with cement and 
provided a stream of water from the San Diego-River 
one foot deep and two feet wide which branched off 
supplying water to the mission fields. 


By 1797 the mission had grown considerably. 
Records indicate that by that time 1,405 Indians had 
been converted. The land area covered 50,000 acres 
on which wheat, barley, corn and beansiwere grown, 
and the mission owned 20,000 sheep, 10,000 cattle 
and 1,250 horses. 

The intrusion of civilian settlements and struggle 
over political control of the mission lands marked the 
decline of the mission. The Mexican government 
introduced policies to bring about the secularization 
of the missions. ; 


IN 1846 MISSION San Diego de Alcala was given 
to Santiago Arguello for serviced rendered to the 
government. The last Franciscan priest to serve the 
mission, Padre Vincente Oliva, retired to San Juan 
Capistrano that same year. ; 

In 1847, the U.S. Cavalry occupied the mission

-and the grounds for 15 years. In 1862, by order of 


President Abraham Lincoln, the American govern- 
ment restored 22 acres of the mission to the Catholic 
Church for religious use. 


The mission had fallen into ruins before 1850. By 
1880, little more than the fachada or front wall was 


--left standing. Father Anthony Ubach, who founded 


Immaculate Conception parish, Old Town, and St. 
Joseph’s parish, now the Cathedral, started an 
Indian school which existed at the mission site for 
some 20 years. 


Early in the 1890s Father Ubach began a 
campaign to restore the mission, and brought in the 
present Stations of the Cross from Spain. Prompted 
by the World’s Fair coming to San Diego, Mayor 
Albert Mayrhofer raised funds through private 
donations for reconstruction of the mission. The 
rededication of the mission took place in 1931. 


In 1941 Bishop Charles F. Buddy, San Diego’s 
first bishop, reinstated the mission as a parish 
church, naming Father/C. Norman Raley pastor. 
And under the current pastor, Msgr. 1. Brent Eagen, 
chancellor of the diocese, renewed restoration and 
expansion efforts are under way. 


EARLY THIS YEAR, at the request of Bishop Leo 
T. Maher, Pope Paul designated Mission San Diego 
de Alcala as a minor basilica. Bishop Maher will 
read the papal documents proclaiming the mission a 
basilica at a special noon Mass at the mission on 
Sunday, July 18. 


Gone are the Indians and their rancheiras, 
replaced by freeways and condominiums. But today, 
Mission San Diego de Alcala again stands 
majestically over Mission Valley, still serves the 
same God and, perhaps, quietly broods over the two 
centuries of history it has seen.

Senate votes to remove ban on 
use of federal funds for abortions 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
Following an emotional floor 
debate the U.S. Senate has 
voted to remove a ban on the 
use of federal funds to 
perform, encourage or pro- 
mote abortions. 


The ban had been added to 
an appropriations bill for the 
Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare by the 
House of Representatives. 
Sen. Robert Packwood 
(R-Ore.) made the motion to 
drop the ban. The motion 
passed 57-28. 


SUPPORTERS of the ban 
on the use of federal funds 
for abortion, through Medi- 
caid and other programs, 
argue that tax money should 
not be used for a procedure 
that many Americans believe 
is immoral. 


Opponents of the ban 
argue that it would discrim- 
inate against the poor by 
making it more difficult for 
them to obtain an abortion 
than for wealthier women.

Within the well organized 
United States Catholic Con- 
ference and. the National 
Council of ‘Catholic Bishops 
there is not one office or 
person working fulltime to 
reach out in friendship to the 
largest segment of the Anier- 
ican religious scene: the 80 
million unchurched Ameri- 
cans. 


[6] Ecumenism and evan- 
gelism can and must “work 
together on the American 
scene if both challenges are 
to meet with some success. 
Ecumenism basically is the

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conducted by 
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effort to undo the scandle of 
disunity among the 125 
million believing peoples, 
while evangelization is the 
effort to share the gospel of 
Christ with the 80 to 90 
million religiously alienated 
in our land. 


[7] In designing programs 
to serve the needs of the 
unchurched, we must. start 
with the spiritual and psych- 
ological needs which every 
human being has. We begin 
with the human condition of 
loneliness, rejection, fright, 
guilt, the questions of pain 
and sorrow, life and death, 
and we view these in the 
light of the message of Jesus 
Christ. It is our task to show 
how Christ confronted these 
human sorrows successfully. 


[8] Social ministry and 


spiritual ministry are two 
sides of one and the same 
coin which says that we are 
to love God: with our whole 
heart and our neighbor as 
ourselves. Evangelizing the 
unchurehed is not either 
social ministry or spiritual 
ministry, but both. 


[9] At all times we must 
develop and honor the cogni- 
tive in our Christian tradi- 
tions. But because we find 
ourselves now living in an 
existential age, a visual age, 
a sensate age, a here-and- 
now age, we must develop 
more. sympathy for the 
emotional and _ experiental 


_ Side of those we seek to 


serve. ‘‘Taste and see the 
goodness of the Lord,’’ the 
Psalmist says. 


[10] We must be open to a 
multiplicity of approaches 
using an array of tools 
because we are trying to 
reach all manner..of diverse 
peoples. No one approach 
and no one program will do 
the job. 


{11] For stability and 
follow-through, evangeliza- 
tion programs should be 
parish based. Our task is to 
invite the unchurched to 
become part of this commun- 
ity of believing people who 
support one another on our 
pilgrim journey to eternal 
life. ; 

[12] The hope of evangeliz- 
ing large numbers of the 
American unchurched lies 
with the laity. Even if 
priests, Sisters and Brothers 
could do the job alone—and 
they certainly cannot—it is 
neither theologically sound 
or pedagogically desireable 
that they do. Programs must 
be constructed around the 
peer-to-peer concept. 


[13] Evangelization does 
not need more structures, 
more buildings, more things, 
or large. amounts of money: 
The American Catholic com- 
munity for the most part has 
plenty of structures waiting to 
be used. What evangeliza- 
tion does need is people,

ideas, dedication, and a 
modest amount of money to 
help communicate the mes- 
sage. 

[14] Part of the mystery 
and the beauty of evangeliza- 
tion is what it ‘does to the 
evangelizer. When the Cath- 
olic gets involved with the 
effort to evangelize the 
unchurched, it becomes 
painfully obvious that you 
cannot share something you 
yourself do not first possess. 


[15] We will never begin to 
share our Faith if we insist 
upon waiting for the day 
total Christian 
community is in exemplary 
spiritual condition, with all 
questions and doubts re- 
solved, and all of us living in 
harmony. For 2,000 years it 
has not been that way, and it 
will never be so. 


Look at the record of the 
early apostles. Judas be- 
trayed him. Peter denied 
him. In the Garden of 
Gethsemane 10 of the 11 
apostles fled into the night 
abandoning Christ to his 
captors. 


Read the epistles of St. 
Paul keeping in mind that the 
sins and excesses of which he 
is writing were being com- 
mitted not by the pagans, but 
by the early Christians.
